ARMED RAIDS ON RATE. " 
COLLECTORS. - 


NEARLY £10,000 TAKEN. 

It became known in Dublin yesterday that an 
extensive and pre-arranged series of raids haa 
been carried out on Tuesday throughout the 
County Dublin, the object of the raids being, 


Apparently, to secure the books and money or 


the various poor rate collectors who have re- 
signed from. the service of ‘the Dublin County 
Council. In every case the procedure followed 
was almost the same. Armed men called at 
the residence’ of the collector, seized his books 
and décuments, and compelled him to sign a 


cheque, transferring to one of the raiding party. 


the amount of his collection of the poor rate 
lodged in the bank. _ Receipts were given to the 
collectors for the documents and money seized. 
Some of the raiders then went to the bank ana 
cashed the cheques, the collectors heing mean- 
time held in their houses by armed guards. 
The collectors had resigned owing to differences 
between ‘them and the County Council regard- 
ing their, collections, the County Council hav- 
ing repudiated the authority of the Local Go- 
vernment Board, and professed its allegiance to 
Dail Eireann. It ie understood that the rate 
collectors were following the instructions of the 
Local Government Board in lodging the amount 
of their collections in the bank in their own 
name. The amounts for which the raiders 
compelled the collectors to sign cheques varied 
from £500 to over £1,000. The raiders are 
stated to have all been young men. ’ 

The total sum taken from the different 
collectors is believed io amount to wea a 
£10,000. 


OFFICIAL REPORT.

INSPECTOR O’SULLIVAN.

The foilowing officia! report was issued yester- 


day from Dublin Castle:—

A house surgeon at.Jervis etreet Hospital 
stated that Mr. 0’Sullivan died soon after ad- , 
mission to the hospital at 6.30 p.m. on Novem- 
ber 17th. On examination the witness found ° 
small perforation entrance wound on the inner 
side of, the left eye, and a large exit wound on 
the rig%it temple. On the back of the neck was 
a smal! wound, which penetrated towards the 
base of the brain. The left\and right lunzs 
were also pierced by bullets, and there wus an- 
other bullet wound jm the left thigh near the 
groin.

Mr. Lardner (instructed by Mr. Patrick J. 
Tallan, Drogheda) appeared for the accused, 
and said that his ‘client had. been arrested on 
oe 18th November, and a statement of mm 
iad only reached him that morning, so 
would be absolutely impossible for him (Mr. 
Lardner) to conduct anything like an waa 
or proper defence at present, or properly to 
discharge his professional duty towards his 
client. He, therefore, asked for a reasonable 
adjournment. He did not know exactly what 
charges he had to meet. He had been served 
with four—two of them that morning. He pre- 
sumed that the two charges first served had 
been abandoned. 

The Prosecutor agreed to an adjournment, 
and suggested that it should be until Friday. 
The solicitor for the accused had been communi- 
cated with on the 3lst December, and the noti- 
fication had been given on the 3rd inst. 

Mr. Lardner said that’: he made no complaint 
of unfair treatment, but mentioned the matter 
only as a reason for asking for an adjournment. 

The Prosecutor said that that was a Field- 
General Gourtmartial, and it was not necessary 
that there should be any formal charge. It was 
only necessary that there should be a summary of 
evidence. On looking through the first two 
charges, he thought that there were not suffi- 
cient particulars in them, and he had served the 
solicitor with better particulars to enable him 
to do justice to his client. The first charges 
now disappeared, and the others took their 
places. 

Mr. Lardner said that with regard to the 
suggestion that no formal charges need be 
served upon them, he must be taken as insisting 
upon the right of formal charges. That Court 
took the place of the ordinary courts of the 
land, and'they would be entitled to be informed 
of the charges. 

The President said that there was no reason for 
having any charge framed at all before a Feild- 
General Courtmartial. The accused could be 
brought up and a verbal charge made against 
him. That was the law on the subject. It was 
not quite the same as civil law. 

Mr. Lardner said that he must not be taken 
as assenting to that. 

The case was adjourned until Friday at 11 
o'clock, 

MEATH MEN CHARGED. 
Patrick Doran and Thomas Doran, brothers,
